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INTRODUCTION. 


To  the  Chairman  and  M embers  of  the 

Public  Health  Committee  of  the 

Cheshire  County  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  you  with  my  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  County  for  the  year  1929. 
One  hears  at  times  that  these  Annual  Reports  are  largely 
stereotyped  and  that  they  repeat  year  by  year  similar  facts 
and  figures.  This  is,  of  course,  true  for  all  such  Reports 
are  in  a  sense  “balance  sheets”  shewing  gains  and  losses 
in  the  numerous  items  concerned  in  that  increasingly  com¬ 
plex  account  which  connotes  the  health  of  the  public. 
Stereotyped  they  must  be  in  accordance  with  the  mandates 
of  the  Government  Department  concerned  which  calls  for 
precise  statements  under  the  numerous  headings  which  are 
set  out  herein.  To  find  a  varying  covering  for  the  skeleton 
of  statistics  with  which  one  has  to  deal  year  by  year  is  a 
task  in  which  one  would  take  a  literary  delight  did  time 
permit.  But  the  work  of  this  Department  has  grown  to 
such  a  complicated  point  that  there  is  no  time  left  for  this 
indulgence  after  one  has  dealt  with  the  facts  and  conditions 
which  crop  up  day  by  day  baldly  and  occasionally  boldly. 

In  presenting  this  Report  there  are  a  few  points  to 
which  I  should  like  to  draw  your  Committee’s  attention. 
They  are  as  follows  :  — 

I.  The  population  has  grown  from  625,227  at  the 
Census  of  1921  to  an  estimated  one  of  668,960 
in  1929. 

There  is  a  slight  decrease  in  the  birth-rate  as 
compared  with  that  for  1928.

3-  Tlhe  death-rate  has  increased  from  11.4  per 
thousand  of  the  estimated  population  in  1928  to 
a  rate  of  12.6. 

4.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  shews  a  slight  increase 

but  is  still  a  comparatively  low  one. 

5.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Malignant  disease  and 

from  Tuberculosis  shews  no  appreciable  abate¬ 
ment. 

6.  The  control  of  infectious  disease,  though  capable 

of  indefinite  expansion,  has  been  well  maintained 
and  is  consistently  improving. 

7.  The  regulation  of  the  general  sanitary  environment 

of  the  people  and  especially  of  their  food-supply 
shews  a  steady  advance. 

These,  in  brief,  are  the  gains  and  losses.  In  the  public 
health  field  one  cannot  ride  on  the  curb  for  very  long — ^the 
horse  progress  has  to  be  given  a  free  rein  for  the  winning 
post  is  a  long  way  ahead. 

I  have  to  thank  not  only  your  Committee  and  many 
individual  members  thereof,  but  also  the  whole  of  my  staff 
and  my  many  colleagues  for  unvarying  kindness  and 
support  and  I  offer  these  thanks  unreservedly.

Section  I.— -Area  and  Population. 


Area. 

In  the  Census  Report  of  1911  this  is  given  as  640,823 
acres  and  in  the  Census  Report  1921  as  640,791  acres. 

The  present  acreage,  after  the  Wallasey  and  Birken¬ 
head  extensions,  is  636,740. 

Houses. 

The  number  of  “structurally  separate  dwellings”  in 
the  Administrative  County  in  1921  was  140,135,  the  number 
of  private  families  being  144,988. 

In  the  Table  accompanying  this  Report  particulars 
relating  to  population,  area,  births,  deaths,  &c.,  are  given 
for  each  District  separately  and  for  the  County  as  a  whole. 
A  brief  reference  may  be  made  to  the  more  important  of 
these  figures. 

Population. 

The  population  of  the  Administrative  County,  as 
enumerated  at  the  Census  of  1921,  was  625,001.  The 
estimate  of  the  Registrar-General  for  1929  is  :  —

The  Registrar-General  in  a  Memorandum  published  in 
March,  1929,  states  :  — 

“The  annual  distribution  of  his  returns  of  births  and 
deaths  and  estimates  of  population  for  the  past 
year  affords  the  Registrar-General  an  opportunity 
of  directing  the  attention  of  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  and  others  using  the  returns  to  some 
points  upon  which  experience  has  shown  that 
misunderstandings  tend  to  arise. 

“The  numbers  of  births  and  deaths  are  those  registered 
during  the  calendar  year  and  are  corrected  for 
inward  and  outward  transfers :  they  will  differ 
therefore  from  uncorrected  figures  compiled 
locally  either  for  the  calendar  year  or  for  a  period 
of  fifty-two  or  fifty-three  weeks. 

“Population. — The  estimate  of  population  as  at  30th 
June,  1929,  is  supplied  for  use  in  connection  with 
the  vital  statistics  of  1929.  It  has  been  derived 
from  the  1921  Census  population  (corrected  where 
necessary  to  give  a  closer  approximation  to  the 
resident  population  of  that  year  as  described  in  the 
Registrar-Generaks  Statistical  Review  for  1921) 
after  allowance  for  the  births,  deaths  and 
migration  which  occurred  between  the  census 
date  and  the  30th  June  last. 

“In  the  absence  of  definite  information  regarding 
migration  between  localities,  the  allowance  made 
for  this  element  of  the  movement  is  necessarily 
an  approximate  one.  The  method  adopted  has 
been  applied  impartially  to  all  areas  of  the 
country,  and  it  is  believed  that  for  the  majority  of 
areas  the  resulting  populations  may  be  accepted 
as  sufficiently  accurate  for  the  purposes  they  are 
intended  to  serve. 

“It  is  to  be  observed,  however,  that  the  basis  of 
estimation  has  been  modified  from  time  to  time 
in  the  light  of  accumulated  evidence  regarding 
the  effect  of  the  migration  factor,  and  in  some 
areas  there  may  accordingly  appear  to  be  a  lack 
of  continuity  between  the  estimates  of  successive 
post-censal  years. 

“The  classification  of  some  deaths  is  modified  in  the 
light  of  fuller  information  obtained  from  the 
certifying  practitioner  in  response  to  special 
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enquiries.  The  principal  subjects  of  these 
enquiries  are  indicated  in  a  table  published  in  the 
annual  reports  of  the  Registrar-General;  and  this 
possible  source  of  discrepancy  between  the  returns 
of  the  Registrar-General  and  those  compiled 
locally  should  be  borne  in  mind,  particularly  in 
regard  to  the  causes  of  death  dealt  with  in  that 
table.”

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The  death-rate  is  very  slightly  lower  than  it  was  for 
1928,  being  1.40  per  thousand  of  the  population  as  against 
1.42  for  that  year.  If  only  these  conditions  were  painful 
in  their  early  stages  (which  they  are  not)  possibly  many 
lives  would  be  saved.  Early  recognition  and  early  treat¬ 
ment  hold  out  the  only  hope  for  the  affected  person.

The  estimated  cost  of  this  scheme  to  your  Council  was 
£2,800  for  the  year  1929-30. 

On  several  occasions  your  Committee  has  expressed 
dissatisfaction  when  the  accounts  from  these  numerous 
Treatment  Centres  have  been  presented  on  the  ground  that 
you  have  no  control,  except  a  merely  nominal  one  in  the 
matter.  All  the  Centres  are,  however,  subject  to  a 
regular  and  vigorous  inspection  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Officials  and  I  inspect  their  records  from  time  to  time  and 
am  permitted  to  see  the  methods  of  treatment  and  the 
general  work  of  any  of  them. 

It  is  difficult  to  see  how  any  scheme  for  more  effective 
control  could  be  carried  out  unless  indeed  some  members 
of  your  Committee  would  care  to  serve  as  co-opted  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Institutional  Committee  concerned  when  admin¬ 
istrative  matters  were  being  considered. 
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Section  V.---Tuberculosis. 


No  alterations  were  made  in  the  Council’s  scheme  for 
the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  during  the  year  under 
review. 

In  dealing  with  Tuberculosis  the  County  scheme 
embraces  the  whole  of  the  Administrative  County  which  for 
dispensary  purposes  is  divided  into  three  areas,  each  of 
which  is  under  the  charge  of  a  District  Tuberculosis 
Officer.  There  are  a  number  of  dispensaries  in  each  area 
and  details  of  the  times  of  opening,  etc.,  w'ere  given  in  my 
report  for  the  year  1928.  The  dispensary  organisation 
is  a  very  important  unit  in  any  scheme  for  the  prevention 
and  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  as  the  chief  work  there  is  to 
ensure  early  diagnosis  and  to  give  advice  to  patients  and 
relatives  with  a  view  to  preventing  spread  of  the  disease. 
The  success  of  a  scheme  depends  to  a  great  extent  upon  the 
harmonious  relations  existing  between  the  general  prac¬ 
titioners  and  the  District  Tuberculosis  Officers,  and  in 
Cheshire  it  is  gratifying  to  find  that  the  general  prac¬ 
titioners  are  always  happy  to  co-  operate  with  a  view  to 
obtaining  treatment  for  patients  in  the  various  Institutions 
provided  under  the  Council’s  scheme. 

The  Institutions  to  which  patients  from  this  County 
are  sent  for  treatment  are  set  out  in  one  of  the  Tables 
embodied  in  this  Section.  At  the  present  time  difficulty 
is  experienced  in  obtaining  adequate  accommodation  for 
advanced  female  cases,  but  the  greatest  difficulty  of  all  is 
to  obtain  accommodation  for  patients  suffering  from  both 
pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  Open  cases 
of  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are  not  admitted  to  General 
Hospitals  or  to  Orthopaedic  Hospitals  owing  to  the  grave 
danger  of  infecting  other  patients  and  none  of  the  Institu¬ 
tions  to  which  pulmonary  cases  are  sent  is  sufficiently 
equipped  to  deal  with  non-pulmonary  cases.  This  is  a 
matter  which  will  require  the  consideration  of  your  Council 
in  the  near  future. 

The  tables  included  in  this  report  give  in  considerable 
detail  an  account  of  the  work  accomplished  during  the  year 
1929,  and  for  the  purposes  of  comparison  I  have  separated 
the  outstanding  figures  for  the  year  under  review  and  the 
two  previous  years.

2.  The  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Tubercu¬ 

losis  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  County 
with  consequently  the  lowest  death-rate  ever 
recorded. 

3.  A  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  new  applicants 

for  treatment. 
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4-  A  large  increase  in  the  number  of  consultations 
with  Medical  Practitioners,  which  is  all  for  the 
good  and  ensures  that  the  facilities  provided  by 
the  Council  for  treatment  and  prevention  of  the 
disease  are  full}^  utilised. 

5.  An  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  made  to  homes 
of  patients  by  the  District  Tuberculosis  Officers 
and  Health  Visitors.  This  is  a  very  important 
function  of  the  Scheme  as  it  enables  your  officials 
to  obtain  first  hand  information  of  the  home  con¬ 
ditions  of  patients  and  to  advise  regarding  active 
measures  which  can  be  taken  to  prevent  spread  of 
infection.  Moreover  they  are  able  to  get  into 
closer  touch  with  contacts  and  prevail  upon  them 
to  undergo  early  examination.  It  is  in  the  homes 
that  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  can  teach  the 
necessity  for  early  examination  and  early  treat¬ 
ment  and  enlighten  the  occupants  regarding 
hygienic  methods  which  should  be  adopted.

Number  of  Midwives  in  Practice. 

There  were  322  midwives  who  notified  their  intention 
to  practise  in  the  County  Area  during  1929.  Classified 
these  are  as  follows  :  — 

251  Actually  practising — 219  trained,  32  untrained. 

7  Monthly  Nurses. 

19  Midwives  living  outside  County  Area. 

12  In  Institutions. 

33  Had  no  cases. 

Comparing  the  above  returns  with  those  of  the 
previous  year,  there  is  one  less  trained  midwife  practising 
and  there  are  five  fewer  untrained  midwives  taking  cases 
without  a  doctor. 

There  are  still  seven  midwives  practising  who  cannot 
take  their  patients’  temperature,  they  have  very  few  cases 
without  a  doctor. 

The  Ante-natal  visiting  has  been  better  done  during 
the  past  year,  but  there  is  still  a  good  deal  of  dissatisfaction 
among  midwives  that  all  this  extra  work  has  to  be  under¬ 
taken  without  any  added  remuneration. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  through  the  timely  visit  of  her 
nurse  many  pregnant  women  have  been  spared  suffering, 
ill-health,  and  have  had  to  thank  her  intervention  for  a  more 
comfortable  confinement.  As  the  community  depends 
greatly  on  a  good  midwifery  service  it  seems  unfair  that 
so  much  of  this  service  should  necessarily  be  philanthropic. 
The  Cheshire  County  is  specially  fortunate  in  its  County 
Nursing  Association.  This  Association  has  not  only 
attended  to  the  needs  of  the  Urban  Districts  but  has  also 
placed  nurse  midwives  within  a  reasonable  distance  of 
practically  all  rural  mothers.  The  midwives  under  the 
County  Nursing  Association  have  been  inspected  twice 
this  year  and  found  very  satisfactory. 

The  County  has  five  subsidised  midwives  working  at 
Lymm,  Tarvin,  Upton,  Hollingworth  and  Sandbach.  The 
'  above  midwives  with  one  exception  are  granted  £60  per 
annum  and  allowed  to  keep  their  own  fees. 
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At  Sandbach  the  midwife  (who  is  the  only  trained  one 
there)  is  allowed  £8o  per  annum,  as  by  far  the  majority 
of  the  cases  are  attended  by  a  bona-fide  midwife  over  70 
years  of  ag^e,  and  the  trained  nurse  does  not  get  enough  cases 
to  enable  her  to  make  a  livelihood  without  the  extra  grant. 

Inspection  of  Midwives. 

The  inspections  have  been  carried  out  as  in  previous 
years  by  the  Lady  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  assisted  by 
some  of  the  Health  Visitors. 

There  have  been  965  visits  paid  to  midwives,  801  were 
formal  inspections  and  the  others  were  paid  to  make  en¬ 
quiries  re  Still-births,  puerperal  fever  cases,  infant  deaths, 
etc.

For  several  years  there  has  been  no  midwife  reported 
to  the  Central  Midwives’  Board. 


The  Cheshire  Midwives’  Association  (affiliated  to  the 
Midwives’  Institute)  was  formed  in  1926  and  had  its  fourth 
Annual  Meeting  in  September,  1929.  Dr.  Charles  Wilson 
(Chairman  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee) 
presided  at  this  meeting,  and  Dr.  Lacey  (St.  Mary’s  Hos¬ 
pital,  Manchester)  gave  a  most  interesting  lecture  on 
“Ante-natal  Care”  which  was  much  appreciated  by  all 
members  present.  During  the  Session  IQ28  and  1929  a 
series  of  seven  lectures  were  given  at  each  of  the  seven 
branches.  These  lectures  have  not  been  attended  quite  so 
well  as  in  previous  years. 

The  Association  is  very  much  indebted  to  the  Lecturers 
who  so  kindly  addressed  the  members  at  the  various 
branches.

In  1929  two  midwives,  one  an  independent  midwife, 
and  one  a  County  Nursing  Association  Nurse,  attended  a 
month’s  Refresher  Course  at  Plaistow  Maternity  Hospital. 
This  is  the  third  occasion  on  which  two  midwives  have 
been  sent  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  to 
a  Refresher  Course — six  midwives  altogether.  The 
Refresher  Courses  have  been  very  much  appreciated  by 
the  fortunate  midwives  who  attended  them,  but  unfor¬ 
tunately  it  is  only  a  very  small  proportion  of  our  practising 
midwives  who  will  participate  in  this  privilege.  The 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  in  1926  agreed  to 
allow  annually  two  midwives  who  have  been  practising  in 
the  County  Area  at  least  five  years  to  go  to  Plaistow  for 
a  month’s  Refresher  Course. 


The  following  notifications  have  been  received  under 
the  Central  Midwives’  Board’s  Rules;  —

There  were  ten  cases  of  Pyrexia  and  two  of  Puerperal 
Fever  notified  of  cases  already  in  Hospital.  Thirty-two 
cases  were  sent  into  Hospital  for  treatment.  Eleven 
cases  were  seen  by  Consultants.  Two  of  the  Puerperal 
Fever  cases  were  nursed  by  Health  Visitors  Of  the  129 
cases  notified  nine  of  the  mothers  died. 

Disinfection  of  the  midwife  in  contact  with  the  case 
was  carried  out  in  82  cases. 

Nursing  and  Maternity  Homes. 

At  the  end  of  1929  there  were  42  Nursing  andl 
Maternity  Homes  registered.  Two  of  the  Maternity 
Homes  that  were  registered  during  1927  have  been  given 
up  during  1929  and  there  were  eight  new  Homes  registered. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-four  visits  of  inspection  have, 
been  paid  to  these  Homes.  The  Inspector  has  always  1 
been  well  received  and  suggestions  made  have  been  carried 
out. 


In  five  of  the  Homes  there  have  been  no  cases  and  in 
the  remaining  37  there  have  been  448  Births  and  556 
medical  and  surgical  cases. 

One  hundred  and  forty-eight  of  these  births  occurred 
in  the  Bro.mborough  Pool  Maternity  Home. 
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Births,  etc.,  Visitations  by  the  Heaith  Visitors. 

During  1929  the  visiting  of  children  under  5  years  of 
age  has  been  carried  out  as  in  previous  years.  What  is 
being  aimed  at  is  to  pay  monthly  visits  to  children  under 
one  year  old,  quarterly  visits  during  the  second  year  and 
twice  yearly  visits  to  children  2 — 5  years  old. 

The  home  visiting  of  children  under  five  years  of  age 
has  been  in  force  in  Cheshire  for  14  years.  At  first  the 
work  of  the  Health  Visitor  was  confined  to  the  home 
visiting.  In  time  Centres  were  established  in  the  larger 
Urban  Districts.  The  children  then  came  under  medical 
supervision.  This  brought  to  light  children  who  required 
Hospital  treatment.  Now  quite  a  number  of  ailing  infants 
and  children  are  sent  away  to  Hoylake  Babies’  Hospital, 
Heswall,  and  Hospitals  at  Liverpool  and  Manchester, 
others  to  Orthopaedic  Clinics,  some  to  Centres  for  Sunlight 
treatment. 


The  number  of  visits  to  notified  babies  under  one  year 
has  worked  out  at  an  average  of  8  per  child  in  areas  other 
than  'Macclesfield  Rural,  Stalybridge,  Dukinfield  and 
Runcorn.  The  averages  for  the  latter  three  districts  are 
12.5,  8.8,  5.  respectively.  At  Stalybridge  and  Dukinfield 
tihe  Health  Visitors  are  responsible  for  the  Infant  Welfare 
work  and  Tuberculosis  visiting,  and  have  no  School  visit¬ 
ing.  In  Runcorn  there  is  a  large  daily  Minor  Ailment 
Clinic,  School  Visiting,  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  and 
visiting,  as  well  as  the  Infant  Welfare  work  which  includes 
a  monthly  Ante-natal  Clinic. 


For  the  greater  part  of  1929  there  has  been  a  vacancy 
ontihe  staff  of  Health  Visitors  (namely  Macclesfield  Rural), 
consequently  there  have  been  only  36  Health  Visitors 
during  the  last  nine  months  of  the  year.

The  Method  of  Feeding  Babies. 

The  following  table  shows  the  method  of  feeding 
during  the  first  six  months  of  their  life  of  children  aged 
over  six  months  and  under  one  year  old.  There  were 
1,131  Rural  cases  and  1,422  Urban  cases  ;  — 
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At  the  end  of  six  months  only  57  per  cent,  of  the 
mothers  were  able  to  feed  their  babies  entirely  on  the 
breast,  8  per  cent,  had  breast  feeding  supplemented  with 
some  form  of  artificial  feeding  and  35  per  cent,  were 
artificially  fed. 

This  is  the  lowest  percentage  of  breast  feeding  that 
has  been  noted  in  the  County  since  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Scheme  was  started.

In  four  cases  the  still-births  were  illegitimate  births. 
Fifty  cases  occurred  in  Primiparae.  In  eighteen  cases 
there  was  a  previous  history  of  more  than  one  miscarriage 
or  Still-birth,  and  in  five  cases  a  history  of  one  miscarriage 
or  still-birth.  In  four  of  the  five  cases  still-birth  occurred 
in  the  second  pregnancy,  so  that  the  four  mothers  had 
not  given  birth  to  a  live  child. 

Six  of  the  mothers  had  worked  in  a  factory  during 
pregnancy  and  twelve  had  followed  other  occupations 
In  addition  to  the  above  there  were  twelve  twin  pregnacies  and 
one  of  triplets. 

Ophthalmia. 

There  have  been  notified  92  cases  of  inflammation  of 
or  discharge  from  the  eyes  in  new  born  babies.  Fifty- 
eight  of  the  cases  were  only  slight.  Most  of  the  cases 
occurred  between  the  third  and  fifth  days. 

In  22  cases  the  birth  was  attended  by  a  doctor,  and  70 
cases  were  attended  by  midwives.  One  of  the  latter  cases 
was  not  notified.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  are  still 
continuing  in  their  effort  to  educate  the  mothers  in  mother- 
craft  and  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  general  health  of 
themselves  and  members  of  their  households. 

Year  by  year  there  is  less  prejudice  on  the  part  of  the 
mothers  to  accept  the  rational  advice  they  receive  from 
trained  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Workers.  Unfor¬ 
tunately  in  spite  of  a  very  special  campaign  against  the 
dummy  habit  it  still  remains  in  our  midst.  Attendance  at 
a  Centre  brightens  up  the  women  in  many  ways.  They 
are  more  self  respecting  and  their  children  are  cleaner. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  combination  of  Voluntary 
Worker  and  the  Health  Visitor  at  the  Centre  keeps  the 
former  in  touch  with  her  fellow  citizens  and  at  the  same 
time  leavens  the  authoritative  public  official  atmosphere 
and  creates  wider  spirits  of  friendliness  and  sympathy. 
The  work  done  by  the  ladies  at  the  Centres  is  much 
appreciated  and  is  of  untold  value  to  all  concerned. 

Utkinton  Centre  is  still  run  voluntarily  by  one  lady 
and  continues  to  be  well  patronised  by  the  villagers. 

During  1929  a  series  of  lectures  on  cookery,  sick  nurs¬ 
ing,  etc.,  were  given  at  some  of  the  Centres.  The  lectures 
were  arranged  on  the  sewing  days  and  were  much  enjoyed 
by  the  mothers. 

Gold  Cross  Society. 

During  1929  the  Cheshire  Gold  Cross  Society  met 
three  times  in  Chester.  As  explained  in  previous  Reports 
the  object  of  this  Society  is  to  bring  the  voluntary  workers 
together  to  discuss  difficulties  arising  in  the  work  of  the 
Centres  and  to  exchange  ideas,  etc. 

The  Annual  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Castle,  Chester, 
in  June,  1929.  At  this  meeting  the  work  of  the  Com¬ 
petitions  was  on  view  and  the  Shields  and  Pictures  were 
presented  to  representatives  by  Dr.  Hall.  After  the

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Ante-Natal  Clinics. 

Sale. — The  total  number  of  cases  seen  is  6c. 

Dr.  Brentnall  reports  :  — ■ 

“The  average  attendance  during  recent  months  is  12. 

The  work  of  such  a  Clinic  as  this  is  from  iits  very 
nature  largely  routine,  consisting  of  the  examination  of 
the  patient,  heart,  lungs  and  pelvis;  the  diagnosis  of 
the  lie  and  presentation  of  the  foetus,  the  estimation  of 
the  relative  size  of  the  foetal  head  and  maternal  pelvis; 
the  examination  of  the  urine. 

In  dealing  with  normal  healthy  individuals  this  is 
mostly  routine  work,  and  all  that  is  usually  necessary  is 
to  assure  the  patient  that  everything  is  normal. 

Without  such  routine  work  however  abnormalities  will 
be  overlooked.  Several  such  abnormalities  have  been 
found  at  the  Clinic,  and  the  necessary  arrangements  have 
been  made  for  dealing  with  the  cases. 

A  large  number  of  minor  ailments,  bowel  and  bladder 
troubles  especially,  easily  corrected  in  the  early  stages, 
are  detected  during  routine  examination.  Without  such 
a  Clinic  these  women  in  many  cases  would  go  untreated, 
and  undoubtedly  the  minor  ailments  would  progress  to 
more  serious  disorders. 

The  midwives  of  the  neighbourhood  find  the  Clinic 
useful,  and  it  is  rarely  that  less  than  two  of  them  are  present 
with  some  patient  for  consultation. 

The  District  Health  Visitors  tell  me  that  the  Clinic 
makes  their  work  easier.  They  meet  the  patients  during 
pregnancy,  their  advice  to  the  women  is  found  useful,  and 
they  are  welcomed  when  later  they  visit  the  patients  during 
the  lying-in  period.” 

Runcorn  Ante-Natal  Clinic  (from  its  opening  on  the 
8th  April,  1929,  to  the  31st  December,  1929). 

Dr.  Gemmell  reports:  — 

“There  were  seventy-two  new  patients  during  this  period 
and  forty-six  further  visits,  making  a  total  of  one  hundred 
and  eighteen  consultations.  With  the  exception  of  two, 
or  possibly  three  patients,  all  were  sent  or  brought  to  the 
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Clinic  by  the  Doctors  and  Midwives  of  the  District. 
Patients  not  included  in  the  above  categories  were  referred 
to  the  Clinic  by  the  Health  Visitors.  The  co-operation 
with  the  Doctors  and  Midwives  of  the  district  has  been 
most  close  and  cordial. 


Table  I.  gives  an  idea  of  the  way  in  which  complica¬ 
tions  of  pregnancy  were  dealt  with,  and  Table  II.  shows 
the  results  of  the  confinements.

Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928. 

The  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  reports 
as  follows :  — 


“During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1929,  a  total 
of  1,288  samples  were  taken,  comprising  1,123  foods  (of 
which  722  were  milks)  and  165  drugs.  Of  these,  61  foods 
(53  milks  and  8  others)  and  9  drugs  were  certified  by  the 
County  Analyst  as  being  adulterated,  not  up  to  standard 
or  not  complying  with  the  Regulations  as  to  labelling,  etc. 

Of  the  53  milks  reported  against,  legal  proceedings 
were  instituted  in  33  cases,  of  which  19  were  dismissed, 
each  defendant  pleading  the  case  of  Hunt  v.  Richardson. 

A  detailed  account  of  the  above  has  been  supplied  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health. 


Graded  Milks. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  :  — 

2  Producers  licensed  to  sell  “Certified”  Milk, 

10  Producers  licensed  to  sell  “Grade  A  (Tuberculin 
Tested)”  Milk. 

29  Producers  licensed  to  sell  “Grade  A”  Milk,  of  which 
13  were  also  licensed  to  bottle  the  same.” 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915. 

Under  the  above  Act  any  District  Medical  Officer  can 
take  samples  of  milk  in  his  area,  and  if  on  bacteriological 
examination  these  prove  tubercular,  he  can  notfy  the 
County  Medical  Officer  (where  the  farm  supplying  the  milk 
is  in  the  County)  and  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Department  to 
arrange  for  the  cattle  on  the  farm  to  be  inspected  by  a 
Veterinary  Surgeon,  samples  of  milk  analysed  and  the 
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offending  animals  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order. 

A  nurnber  of  District  Councils  take  such  samples,  but 
the  majority  of  the  notifications  come  from  'Manchester, 
Liverpoal,  iWarrington,  Salford,  Birkenhead  and  Stret¬ 
ford,  the  first  named  Authority  being  particularly  active. 

During  1929,  142  farms  were  notified,  3,563  cattle 
examined,  700  samples  taken,  of  which  138  proved  positive. 

As  a  result  of  these  inspections  99  cattle  were  found 
tubercular  and  slaughtered. 

It  should  be  noted  that  these  figures  apply  only  to 
farms  from  which  the  mixed  sample  of  milk  had  been  found 
positive. 

Refuse  Removal  and  Disposal. 

In  some  districts  this  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 
Both  methods  of  collection  and  disposal  are  unnecessarily 
crude  in  many  areas  and  this  remark  applies  not  only  to 
isolated  Rural  parishes  but  to  one  or  two  Urban  districts. 
I  have  had  to  draw  attention  to  this  matter  in  several  cases 
and  I  have  not  infrequently  had  to  exert  pressure  before 
the  conditions  have  been  remedied.  The  remedy  is  very 
simple  and  not  unduly  expensive.  It  only  requires  a  little 
local  investigation  and  some  thought  on  the  part  of  local 
officials  and  members  of  District  Councils. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  work  undertaken  during  the  year  by  the  various 
Sanitary  Authorities  to  improve  the  water  supply  of  their 
districts  is  briefly  as  set  out  below. 

Congleton  Municipal  Borough. — ^Additional  water  has 
been  obtained  by  deepening  the  wells,  and  the  whole  supply 
is  now  sealed  and  free  from  risk  of  surface  pollution. 
New  pumping  plant  is  in  operation  and  a  reserve  plant  is 
in  course  of  construction.  One  additional  service  reser¬ 
voir  and  two  elevated  reservoirs  are  in  course  of  erection. 
During  the  year  the  supply  has  been  more  constant  than 
has  been  the  case  for  a  considerable  period;  there  has  been 
no  shortage  of  water,  but  until  the  new  reservoirs  are  in 
use  the  storage  available  will  not  be  sufficient  to  maintain 
a  supply  throughout  the  night  during  spells  of  very  dry 
weather. 

Macclesfield  Municipal  Borough.— A  nuniber  of  exten¬ 
sions  and  renewals  of  mains  have  been  carried  out  during 
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the  year.  A  scheme  is  under  consideration  for  providing 
a  supply  to  Hurdsfield  Road. 

Alsager  Urban  District. — No  complaints  were  received 
of  discolouration  of  the  water,  and  it  is  stated  that  no 
appreciable  amount  of  deposit  has  been  noticed  in  the 
mains. 

Bucklow  Rural  District. — Arrangements  have  been 
made  for  a  supply  of  water  for  Plumbley  from  the  North- 
wich  Rural  District  Council  mains,  and  a  supply  of  water 
to  Mobberley  from  the  Stockport  Corporation  mains. 
Both  these  schemes  are  expected  to  be  proceeded  with 
during  1930. 

Buglawton  Urban  District. — The  water  supply  here, 
which  during  the  latter  part  of  1928  showed  plumb o-sol vent 
action  with  regard  to  the  pipes  of  the  newer  houses,  was 
frequently  analysed  during  1929;  the  last  sample  being 
reported  as  perfectly  satisfactory  for  human  consumption. 

Bredbury  and  Romiley  Urban  District. — The  water 
supply  is  obtained  from  the  Stockport  Corporation. 
During  the  year  a  storage  tank  of  50,000  gallons  capacity 
has  been  installed  to  deal  with  a  shortage  in  a  part  of  the 
district.  Several  extensions  and  renewals  of  water  mains 
have  been  carried  out. 

Bollington  Urban  District. — During  the  year  three 
samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  exam¬ 
ination,  and  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

Lymm  Urban  District. — A  number  of  houses  in  the 
Booth’s  Hill  area  having  a  poor  supply  of  water  owing  to 
badly  corroded  service  pipes,  were  re-connected  to  the 
water  main. 

Compstall  Urban  District. — The  upper  part  of  the 
district  is  supplied  by  wells,  most  of  which  are  satisfactory. 
The  Urban  portion  of  the  district  is  supplied  from  two 
reservoirs  which  hold  a  28  days’  supply.  The  reserve 
supply  ran  very  low  during  the  drought  in  the  summer 
months,  and  resulted  in  complaints  as  to  quality  and 
quantity.  The  difficulty  was  largely  obviated  by  chlorina¬ 
tion  of  the  water.  The  reservoirs  have  been  cleaned  out 
and  limed. 

'Middlewich  Urban  District. — The  main  in  King  Street 
has  been  enlarged  to  meet  the  demand  from  new  property. 

Nantwich  Urban  District. — Tlie  new  works  have  been 
<:arried  out  at  a  cost  of  £30,000,  and  include  pumping  plant, 
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mechanical  filters,  chlorination  plant,  and  a  service  reser¬ 
voir  of  200,000  gallons  capacity. 

Northwich  Urban  District. — It  is  stated  that  the 
si^plementary  scheme  inaugurated  in  1926  has  proved 
emcienit.  The  whole  area  is  provided  with  a  plentiful 
supply  of  pure  water. 

Winsford  Urban  District. — A  number  of  extensions  of 
mains  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year.  The  Council 
have  decided  to  contribute  £200  towards  the  cost  of  a 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  a  defined  area 
adjoining  Winsford  Urban  District  Council  springs,  which 
is  being  prepared  by  the  Northwich  Urban  District  Council 
to  protect  the  springs  from  possible  contamination. 

Congleton  Rural  District. — 'Extensions  of  water  mains 
have  been  carried  out  in  the  parishes  of  Arclid,  Bradwall, 
Church  Hulme,  Church  Lawton,  Cranage  and  Odd  Rode. 
The  sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  been  obtained 
to  lay  a  water  main  to  supply  Twemlow,  Goostrey  and 
Blackden,  and  a  scheme  is  being  prepared  to  supply  part 
of  the  parish  of  Leese-cum-Byley.  A  new  bore  hole  near 
Mow  Cop  station  has  been  completed  as  a  preliminary  to 
further  extensions  of  water  mains. 

Nantwich  Rural  District. — Eighteen  townships  in  this 
district  are  without  a  public  water  supply.  There  is  a 
serious  shortage  at  Ravensmoor  owing  to  the  inadequate 
size  of  the  mains.  This  matter  is  under  consideration. 

A  scheme  has  been  approved  for  the  township  of 
Bickerton  to  be  supplied  from  the  Liverpool  Corporation’s 
aqueduct. 

With  the  object  of  supplying  forty-two  parishes  in  the 
Rural  District  a  new  bore  hole  has  been  sunk  at  Bearstone, 
in  the  County  of  Salop ;  the  water  has  been  reported  to  be 
satisfactory.  The  Council  have  purchased  an  option  on  a 
site  near  Woore  for  a  service  reservoir,  and  a  scheme  is 
being  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Northwich  Rural  District. — A  number  of  extensions 
of  water  mains  have  been  carried  out.  Pressure  has  been 
increased  in  the  high  level  area  of  Wincham,  which  was 
formerly  inadequately  supplied  with  water.  A  scheme  is 
under  consideration  for  the  parishes  of  Delamere,  Eddis- 
bury,  Oakmere,  etc. 

Tarvin  Rural  District. — Farndon,  Burwardsley,  Brox-  : 
ton,  Tilston,  Churton,  Tattenhall,  Newton  and  Shocklach  {

water  supplies  are  in  need  of  improvement.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  states  that  there  are  about  1,430  houses 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  district  which  are  dependent 
on  wells.  The  Council  have  purchased  the  Ashton  Hayes 
Water  Works  with  a  ten  miles  length  of  pipe  line. 

Runcorn  Rural  District. — Extensions  of  water  mains 
have  been  carried  out  in  Whitley  and  Frodsham. 

Wirral  Rural  District. — The  parishes  of  Caldy, 
Frankby,  Grange,  Greasby  and  Saugnall  Massie  are  now 
supplied  by  the  West  Cheshire  Water  Board,  under  their 
Act  of  1927. 

Rivers  Pollution  Prevention. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Congleton  Municipal  Borough. — Monthly  analyses  of 
the  sewage  works  effluent  have  been  reported  to  be  un¬ 
satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  it  being  quite  obvious 
that  the  works  are  considerably  overloaded,  and  will  have 
to  be  extended  in  the  near  future.  The  attention  of  the 
Council  has  been  directed  to  the  pollution  of  the  Biddulph 
Brook  by  sewage  from  the  Mossley  area.  Plans  are  being 
prepared  to  deal  with  this  matter. 

Crewe  Municipal  Borough. — Periodical  analyses  of  the 
sewage  works  effluent  during  the  year  were  reported  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Dukinfield  Municipal  Borough. — The  Bio-jcration 
plant  for  the  treatment  of  one  and  a  quarter  million  gallons 
per  day  is  now  in  operation,  and  the  area  of  the  sludge 
drying  beds  has  been  extended. 

Macclesfield  Municipal  Borough. — A  number  of  sewer 
extensions  have  been  carried  out.  Congleton  Road,  Moss 
Lane  and  Higher  Fence  Road  are  still  without  a  proper 
system  of  sewers.  A  scheme  has  been  prepared  and 
adopted  for  the  extension  of  the  sewage  works. 

Alsager  Urban  District. — The  attention  of  the  Local 
Authority  has  been  called  to  the  clogged  sewage  filters, 
and  defective  distributors. 

Bowdon  Urban  District. — No  action  has  been  taken 
by  this  Council  to  check  the  pollution  of  the  rivers  Bollin 
and  Birkin. 

Bredbury  and  Romiley  Urban  District. — Improve¬ 
ments  have  recently  been  completed  at  the  lower  Bredbury 
Sewage  Works. 
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Compstall  Urban  District. — It  is  desirable  that  a 
system  of  sewage  disposal  should  be  adopted  for  this  small 
district. 

Hale  Urban  District. — About  three  quarters  of  the 
sewage  of  the  district  is  treated  at  the  Council’s  own 
sewage  works,  on  the  activated  sludge  system,  the  re¬ 
mainder  being  dealt  with  at  the  Altrincham  Urban  District 
Council’s  Sewage  Works. 

Handforth  Urban  District. — A  system  of  sewage  dis¬ 
posal  is  somewhat  urgently  needed  in  this  district. 

'Marple  Urban  District. — Three  final  effluent  samples 
taken  during  the  year  by  the  Officers  of  the  Mersey  and 
Irwell  Joint ,  Committee  were  classed  as  good.  The 
purification  works  for  the  village  of  Strines  is  nearly 
complete. 

Mottra,m-in-Longdendale  Urban  District. — Frequent 
samples  of  the  sewage  effluent  have  been  taken  by  the 
Inspector  of  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Committee,  and 
in  all  cases  have  been  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

Nantwich  Urban  District. — The  whole  of  the  sewered 
area  of  this  district  discharges  untreated  sewage  into  the 
river  Weaver.  It  is  reported  that  instructions  have  been 
given  for  the  preparation  of  a  sewage  disposal  scheme. 

Neston  and  Parkgate  Urban  District. — A  Consulting 
Engineer  has  been  retained  to  advise  upon  extensions  of 
sewers  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  area.  The  over¬ 
taxed  disposal  beds  have  been  modified  with  the  object  of 
providing  an  effluent  which  can  enter  the  river  Dee  in  an 
innocuous  condition. 

Northwich  Urban  District. — The  attention  of  the 
Council  was  called  to  untreated  sewage  being  discharged 
into  the  river  from  the  Winnington  Sewage  Works  on  two 
occasions.  The  normal  sewage  effluent  has  been 
reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

Sandbach  Urban  District. — ^The  question  of  sewering 
the  outlying  portions  of  the  district  is  under  consideration. 
The  services  of  a  Consulting  Engineer  have  been  retained 
to  advise  on  sewer  extensions,  and  also  with  regard  to 
extension  of  the  sewage  disposal  works. 

Tarporley  Urban  District. — Periodical  analyses  of 
sewage  effluent  samples  during  the  year  have  been 
reported  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Winsford  Urban  District. — A  number  of  sewer  exten¬ 
sions  have  been  carried  out,  and  the  work  of  remodelling 
the  sewage  filter  beds  is  largely  completed. 

Ellesmere  Port  and  Whitby  Urban  District. — Plans 
are  being  prepared  for  a  new  sewage  work's  at  Little 
Stanney,  the  existing  sewage  works  at  Ellesmere  Port 
having  been  inadequate  for  a  considerable  time. 

Chester  Rural  District. — Dodleston,  Eccleston  and 
Pulford  Sewage  Works  are  maintained  satisfactorily. 
Great  and  Little  Saughall,  Blacon  and  Mickle  Trafford  are 
without  a  proper  system  of  sewers.  A  scheme  is  being 
prepared  to  improve  conditions  in  Littleton  and  Christle- 
tort. 

Congleton  Rural  District. — The  sewage  works  at 
Elworth,  Malkin’s  Bank  and  Mow  Cop,  and  the  installa¬ 
tions  at  Arclid  Poor  Law  Institution  and  West  Heath 
Isolation  Hospital  are  generally  satisfactory. 

Holmes  Chapel  Works  is  inadequate,  and  the  sewage 
effluent  is  unsatisfactory.  A  scheme  is  being  prepared  to 
complete  the  sewering  of  the  village,  and  the  construction 
of  a  new  sewage  works.  Sewerage  schemes  are  required 
at  Wheelock,  Goostrey,  Mow  Bank,  Kent  Green,  Scholar 
Green,  and  Rode  Heath. 

Disley  Rural  District. — Higher  Disley  and  Disley 
Wood  are  in  need  of  sewerage  facilities. 

Nantwich  Rural  District. — The  townships  of  Wybun- 
bury,  Bunbury,  a  part  of  Wistaston,  Audlem  and  Shaving- 
ton  are  seriously  in  need  of  a  system  of  sewerage. 
Conditions  in  Church  Coppenhall  are  very  bad,  and  the 
same  remark  applies  to  Broad  Lane,  parts  of  Willaston 
and  Stapeley.  A  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  Shavington 
and  Wistaston,  which  includes  reconstruction  of  the 
existing  sewage  works  at  Wistaston,  has  been  prepared 
and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Instructions  have  been  given  for  the  reconstruction  of 
Haslington  outfall  works,  which  have  been  inadequate 
for  some  time  on  account  of  recent  housing  development. 

A  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  an  area  immediately 
adjoining  Nantwich  is  being  prepared  and  has  had  the 
^eliminary  attention  of  an  Inspector  of  the  Minisry  of 
Health.  This  scheme  includes  the  provision  of  an  outfall 
works  on  a  site  near  the  proposed  sewage  works  of  the 
Nantwich  Urban  District  Council.  These  circumstances 
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indicate  the  desirability  of  a  joint  scheme  between  the  two 
Authorities  concerned. 

Various  sewer  extensions  have  been  carried  out  at 
Willaston  and  Haslington. 

Malpas  Rural  District. — The  sewage  of  Malpas  Town 
is  treated  on  three  small  disposal  works.  Following  an 
unsatisfactory  effluent  the  Whitchurch  Road  works  were 
improved. 

Northwich  Rural  District. — ^The  outfall  works  at 
Barnton,  Davenham,  Gunnersclough,  Moulton,  Rudheath 
and  Weaverham  are  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Improvements  have  been  effected  at  Lostock  Gralam 
works,  which  were  affected  by  subsidence. 

Hartford  outfall  works  are  in  a  very  unsatisfactory 
condition.  Plans  for  the  reconstruction  of  these  works 
are  being  prepared  in  readiness  for  a  Ministry  of  Health 
Inquiry. 

Runcorn  Rural  District. — 'Helsby  sewage  works  are  in 
an  unsatisfactory  condition.  Plans  for  the  reconstruction 
of  these  works  are  in  course  of  preparation  pending  a 
Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry. 

Moore  and  Daresbury  works  are  satisfactory  follow¬ 
ing  improvements  and  renewals. 

A  scheme  for  the  purification  of  the  sewage  from 
Grappenhall,  Latchford  Without,  Stockton  Heath  and 
Lower  Walton  is  being  prepared. 

Tarvin  Rural  District. — In  this  district  the  Gowy,  Dee, 
Tilston  Brook  and  Aldford  Brook  are  admittedly  polluted. 
Farndon,  Tattenhall  and  part  of  Churton  are  still  without 
a  proper  system  of  sewerage. 

The  District  Council  have  been  asked  to  take  such 
action  as  is  necessary  to  abate  these  pollutions. 

Wirral  Rural  District. — The  sewage  works  at  Eastham  ( 
and  Willaston  are  inadequate,  the  effluents  being  unsatis-  • 
factory  and  causing  pollution  of  streams.  It  is  reported  ( 
that  plans  are  being  prepared  for  improvements  to  both  ( 
these  works. 
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Manufacturing  Trade  Wastes. 

Biddulph  (Staffs.)  Urban  District. 

Forge  Colour  Works,  Biddulph. — Trade  waste  is 
treated  in  precipitation  tanks.  No  irregular  discharge 
has  been  reported  during  the  year. 

Chester  Rural  District. 

The  purification  plant  at  Balderton  Milk  Factory  has 
recently  been  improved.  The  effluent  is  now  satisfactory. 

Congleton  Municipal  Borough. 

Complaints  have  been  received  of  intermittent  pollu¬ 
tion  of  the  river  Dane  by  dye  waste.  Certain  premises 
are  under  observation. 

Buglawton  Urban  District. 

Silversprings  Dye  Works. — Trade  waste  is  effectively 
dealt  with  by  settlement  and  filtration,  a  consistently  good 
effluent  being  obtained. 

Congleton  Rural  District. 

British  Soda  Works,  Elworth. — The  trade  waste, 
which  contains  much  spent  lime,  undergoes  extensive 
settlement  in  a  large  “flash”  situated  on  the  Company’s 
premises.  The  overflow  from  the  “flash”  to  the  river 
Wheelock  causes  no  pollution. 

I.  C.  I.  Chemical  Works,  Malkin’s  Bank. — Trade 
wastes  from  the  various  stills  is  treated  in  large  settlement 
reservoirs  before  being  discharged  into  the  river  Wheelock. 
No  irregular  discharge  has  been  reported  during  the  year. 

Middlewich  Urban  District. 

I.  C.  I.  Chemical  Works. — ^Trade  waste  is  treated  in 
large  settlement  reservoirs  similar  to  those  at  Malkin’s 
Bank  Works.  No  irregular  discharge  has  been  reported 
during  the  year. 


Malpas  Rural  District. 

Hampton  Milk  Factory. — Tanks  and  coke  filters  are  in 
use  for  dealing  with  trade  waste.  The  filter  media  was 
renewed  during  the  year,  which  resulted  in  an  improved 
effluent. 
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Staffordshire. 

Bignall  Hill  Colliery,  Talke. — The  attention  of  the 
Colliery  Company  was  called  to  unsatisfactory  samples  of 
effluents  from  the  coal  washing  and  by-product  recovery 
plants.  Serious  pollution  of  the  stream  occurred  in 
December  due  to  abnormal  heavy  rainfall — large  quan¬ 
tities  of  surface  water  from  dirt  heaps  draining  into  the 
stream.  Two  additional  clinker  filters  have  been  con¬ 
structed.  The  conditions  here  are  not  yet  satisfactory. 

Birchenwood  Colliery,  Kidsgrove. — The  attention  of 
the  Colliery  Company  was  called  to  two  unsatisfactory 
effluent  samples  collected  during  the  year.  One  unsatis¬ 
factory  sample  obtained  during  September  was  due  to  a 
mishap  at  the  Benzole  Plant  causing  washing  water  to 
escape  into  the  stream.
